There is one thing just now as easy for a 
blind man as for a lynx-eyed policeman; that 
is to keep off the grass. 
The art critic of the Brooklyn Argus has 
rashly perpetrated the word “ instinctual.”

After mentioning other cases of destitution 
the writer concludes: “ But for the timely 
arrival of supplies from the Relief Committee 
of New Orleans the suffering here would have 
been intense. It thrills me with horror to 
contemplate what our condition would have 
been had not Heaven-sent charity reached us in 
time. May the donors never know what it is to 
want. If they could witness the effect of their 
noble acts they would fully realize that it is 
more blessed to give than to receive.” 
TIIE DEPENDING DARKIES. 
M em phis, May 5 .— Planters from below were 
in tiie city to-day trying to procure hands, 
They confirm previous statements in regard to 
large numbers of colored hands refusing to 
make new engagements, thinking that the 
national government will provide for them. 
The river at this point has fallen about two 
inches and a steady decline is looked for. It 
is safe to state that from New Madrid to the 
mouth of White River ou the Arkansas side 
there is not a single plantation entirely sub 
merged, while on tho east the damage 
trilling. 


UNITED SI ATES UOXGliESS 
SENATE. 
W ashington, May 5. 
Mr. MORRILL reported back the bill ap 
propriating $90,090 for the sutierers in Louis 
iunu, with au amendment adding $60,000 
thereto. 
Mr. EDMUNDS moved that the bill expire 
Sept. 1st. 
Mr.TEASE spoke of the inability of the 
stale authorities to aid the sufferers. 
Mr. ALCORN said there should be great 
care in distributing the food and clothiu_ 
lie referred to the reports that the negroes 
had already ceased work, alleging that they 
were fed and clothed by the government. He 
had a thousand negroes 011 his plantation 
and should not ask the government t> feed 
them. He would feed them himself, and when 
lie had no tuore thev would starve together.— 
If the money for building levees had been 
properly expended there would not have been 
any inundation. He also wanted Arkansas 
lo be included in the bill, as that state was 
also a sufferer by the flood, and wanted the 
disbursement of the relief fund to be control! 
ed by the Secretary of War. 
After a long debate on motion of Mr. SAIt 
GENT the bill was recommitted to the Ap 
propriation Committee. 
The Senate then resumed the consideration 
of the supplementary civil rights bill. 
Mr. GORDON of Georgia gave notice that 
lie would submit au amendment to strike out 
the provision of Will giving all persons full aud 
equal enjoyment of common schools and pub 
lie institutions of learning or benevolence 
supported in whole or part by general tuxa 
tion. 
The Senate then proceeded to the consider 
alion of executive business and adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
In concluding his speech favoring the Ceu 
tennial ap prop riation Mr. KELLY said—let 
us say to the Yvorld, “ You may excel any one 
of us, but in our union we challenge a com 
parison with all the world besides.” 
(Man! 
testations or applause 011 the floor and in the 
galleries.) 
Mr. HALE of Maine followed in a speech 
adverse to the measure. 
Mr. PACKARD followed iu advocacy of the 
bill, which, he said, commended itself to his 
judgment, his feelings and his patriotism. He 
agreed that the government was committed to 
the exhibition as a national enterprise. 
Mr. TREMAIN of New York advocated the 
bill, declaring that while he had laid it dow 
as a rule governing his action as a member of 
the House to support all measures of reform 
and economy, still he would maintain at all 
cost tho name aud diguity of the United 
States, compared with which all mare pecuui 
ary considerations sank into insignificance 
He made citations from acts of Congress and 
from diplomatic correspondence to prove that 
government sanction had been bestowed upon 
the enterprise. 
Mr. E. R. HOAR of Massachusetts asked 
Tremain where he proposed to get the money, 
consistently with the pledge of the United 
States, with the public debt increased two 
millions within the last year and with no pro­ 
vision for a sinking fund. Did he think it be 
coming anybody to borrow money to celebrate 
his birthday ? 
Mr. TREMAIN replied that if he were a 
member of the Fiuan'ce Committee he would 
find ways and means enough to pay three 
million dollars. A nation which had raised 
during the war four millions a day irom its 
own resources would have no trouble in find­ 
ing out where three millions could be raised 
within two years. He could not, by his own 
vote, write the word failure on the history of 
an enterprise which was a national work and 
had received the sanction of the government. 
His vote for this bill might be wrong, but if so 
he hoped that,, like Uncle Toby’s oath, the 
recording angel in writing it down would drop 
a tear aud blot it out for ever. 
At the close of Tremain’s remarks the Com­ 
mittee at 4:50 took a recess till 7:30, the 
evening session to.be for the consideration of 
the Indian appropriation bill.

G E N E R A L NEWS. 


—Sunday was “Vaccination day” with tlie 
Italians of New York, and eight hundred and 
forty-one persons of that race in the sixth 
ward submitted to the operation. Ten doc­ 
tors completed the work in three hours. 
—The heavy work ou the canal between 
Buffalo and Black Rock has been completed. 
The average depth of stone taken out is over 
two feot, and the entire quantity is estimated 
at 25,000 yards, while that of earth is 75,000 
yards. 
—The Legislature of Washington Territory 
has enacted that physicians, surgeons, cler­ 
gymen and priests shall not be protected by 
virtue of their profession or character from 
testifying a3 to confessions or confidential in­ 
formation imparled to them. 
—Persons desiring to visit the old country 
or to briug friends over here will do well to 
take advantage of the present strife going on 
among the European steamship companies. 
A person can now go to Europe for $25 and 
return for $29. These low rates probably 
will not continue long. 
—A letter from Alaska, written about the 
middle of March, describes the weather at tho 
gold minea as very disagreeable. Oil the 
Stickeen the snow was ten feet deep in places 
and the air was so cold that while one half the 
pot boiled the other half froze. After building 
fires several large pieces of gold were found 
in the thawed earth. 
—Clara Morris Is going to be married, but 
she says: I shall never leave the stage as 
long as I have the power to absorb and rivet 
the attoution of my audience, and carry it 
with me as one person. I do not think God 
gives talents in one special direction unless 
he intends them to be used; and I mean to 
use mine t8 long as I possess them. 
—Governor Hendricks of Indiana is con­ 
vinced that a dignified reticence on the infla­ 
tion question is just now eminently becoming 
to a man in his position. A correspondent of 
the Cincinnati Enquirer found him in that 
frame of raiml, and was only able to extort 
from him au assertion that he had been con­ 
stantly in favor of a strong greenback cur­ 
rency and of an increase of it if more is de­ 
manded by the business interests of the coun­ 
try. He did not think free banking would be 
either popular or sound national policy. The 
people would be afraid of such promiscuous 
currency. 
—The romancer of the Boston Traveller re­ 
lates the following: “ A gentleman taking a 
conveyance from the Revere House, last eve­ 
ning, on arriving at hi3 destination, tendered 
a bill to the driver. * Have you 110 change ? ’ 
said the Jehu, ‘ for I haven’t a cent of change 
with me.’ All the gentleman could muster 
was aliout one-huff of the fare he intended to 
give. * Well, it’s my fault, Sir, for not having 
change, and it’s all right with what you have,’ 
aud the driver pocketed half his fare with 
pleasant words, refusing lo call at the gentle­ 
man’s office at another time for the remainder 
of his due.” 


—0o» thing In th« new deal In the loath 
particularly scarifying to. the superior raca Is 
the fact that positions are reversed, and the 
whites are employed by the blacks. A North 
Carolina paper mentions, as u “Case of pe­ 
culiar honor" in Charlotte, that of a white 
woman, the widow of a confederate soldier, 
employed as cook in a negro family, and hpr 
daughter, aged ten years, acting 03 scullion. 
—Rev. Dr. Fuiton, of Brooklyn, delivered 
ids eulogy on Elder Knapp, the revivalist,last 
week, speaking in his usual strain. 
Knapp 
began his work, said Brother Fulton, “when 
Universalism, Unitarianism whiskey and the 
devil combined their forces. 
He hated the 
devil. He believed ¡11 tiie devil. 
It was no 
influence with him, it was a devil that walked 
among men,sometimes like a dancing-master, 
sometimes like a Universalis! minister, some­ 
times like au editor, but it was a devil.” 
—The Boston Young Men’s Christian Union 
lias a constituency of several thousand young 
men, and its recent curator reports a daily at­ 
tendance of from ten to tw el^ hundred young 
men at its rooms, and five or six thousand 
youug men as under the influence of its li­ 
brary, reading-room, classes, and other social 
and literary institutions and usages. Its offi­ 
cers have called for $250,000 for the purchase 
of land and the erection of a suitable building 
011 the corner of Boylstoti street and Lowell 
place, $150,000 of this sum to be raised by 
Hie middle of this month. The subscriptions 
by the Iasi returns amounted to above $121,- 
000, and 110 doubt is entertained of the suc­ 
cess of the appeal. 
—As an instance of the effect of heat and 
co.d in expaudiug and contracting the iron of 
the dome of the national Capitol, it is stated 
that the collossal statue surmounting it in­ 
clined four and a half inches to the west in the 
forenoon, and the sumo distance to the east 
in the afternoon. Tins fact lias been ascer­ 
tained by fixing a plumb line lo llie dlalue 
and dropping it to the rotunda below. As the 
morning sun upon the east side of the dome 
heated the iron and caused an expansion on 
the side of the statue it was thrown westward 
four and a half inches. 
In the afternoon, 
when the sun upon the west side heated and 
expanded that part of the dome, the statue in- 
clibed to the east a similar distance. 
—A good many plans have been suggested 
to facilitate the operation of recording the ayes 
ami nocs in legislative Bodies, but there are a 
number of obstacles in the way of securing a 
mechanism for tiie purpose which is “111 every 
way practicable. I11 the German Reichstag 
they do it by telegraph, and we believe tiie 
plan adopted works satisfactorily. The wires 
are so arranged that eacii member indicates 
bis vote from his seat. Iu front of the seat 
are two buttons, one indicating no, the other 
yes. A pressure ou the button telegraphs the 
vote to a circular table in front of the Pres! 
dent’s desk, uj on which the names of all the 
members ate written down, so that immedi­ 
ately after pressing tho button each member 
can see a piece of paper appear under his 
name with his yes or 110 011 it. 
—A very singular case of death is reported 
from Jeffersonville, Mo. Samuel C.ur, a man 
about fifty years of age, was subpooened as 
witness to testify iu a case of misdemeanor. 
It was bis first appearance of the kind, and 
when he took the stand his mind seemed com 
pletely addled, so that his testimony was giv­ 
en in a very incoherent manner. 
On leaving 
the court-room he seem'd to recover fo ra 
lime, but be brooded over bis unwonted con­ 
nection with a court of law and continued to 
talk about it to whomsoever would listen. He 
seemed to imagina that he must eventually go 
to the penitentiary himself for the crime. He 
grew worse and worse until he refused all 
nourishment, and death finally ended his mis­ 
erable existence. 
—An Evansville man has proved himseif 
satirist, though probably at the time lie utter 
cd the words which have since made him fa­ 
mous he was unconscious of the stinging ta 
casni contained iu the few syllables referring 
to u prominent feature of American life. He 
had fallen into a ditch on tho outskirts of the 
town, in such a manner that he was unable 
to extricate himself. A kind hearted pede 
trian helped him lo his feet, and after the 
tiling had been accomplished, our hero said 
“ All right—hie—I’ll vole for you!” The 
stranger looked at him doubtfully, and wished 
to know what for. “ Wha’ office yc runnin 
for?” “ I? None at all,” was the answer 
“ Not a candidate?” “ No; why ?” “ Why 
hie—why ? ’Cause Í don’t know as any mail’d 
—hie—help ’notlier as you did ’thout bein 
candidate!’’ 
—Quite a novel complaiut.came up a short 
time since in one of the Bombay courts, from 
which it will be seen wliat curious freaks the 
affection of a woman can take. A Hindoo 
girl, of very handsome appearance, was 
charged with assaulting her lover and intend 
ed husband. In a lit of love she had bit his 
check, and the fact was developed, during the 
trial, that she had been previously married 
and her flrst husband bad gotten a divorce, 
because of her insatiable biting propensities 
She was even unable to restrain her peculiar 
inclination 011 this occasion until the bonds of 
matrimony were fixed. The lover stated that 
whenever ho began to get soft on her, she 
would be taken with a rabid desire to “chaw 
him, and he could not stand it. 
—A Paris correspondent of oue of the Lon­ 
don papers tells the following: “ A sad inci­ 
dent took place yesterday iu llie churchyard 
of Grosbois, a village outside Paris.

The facts in substance are that 
ou the 25th of May, 1S70, the plaiutitl, who 
resided al No. 32 Perry street, iu Ibis city, 
was in Hie employ of Briggs, Vosburgh, 
Schuyler A Co., transporters of grain and oth­ 
er merchandise between Athens a .d New 
York. 
It was his duty to assist in .tho tran­ 
shipment of grain from the cars of Hie Athens 
A Schenectady Railroad to tho boat. On Hie 
day in question lie had unloaded one set of 
cars, wbtfh were about to be removed, and 
he was preparing to respread the canvas 
on the grouud for tho next car. 
While 
doing this tho train started and 
Barton 
was 
struck 
tty 
a 
car 
aud 
knocked 
down. 
In attempting 
to 
save 
himself 
Ids hand carne upon ono of the tails and the 
wheels of the car passed over it, crushing it 
so Hint it had to be amputated at the wrist. 
In consequence of Hie accident lie was inca­ 
pacitated from work until April, 1871. 
The 
train which caused the accideat, it was 
alleged, started up without ringing the bell or 
sounding the whistle. 
On the 2d day of 
August, 1870, the plaiutift, through Ills attor­ 
ney, A. J. Parker, Jr., commenced an action 
for $20,000 damages. 
The company, through 
their counsel, Hand, Hale A Swartz, set up a 
general denial to the allegations made in the 
complaint, which embodied the above facts. 
The case came oq for trial before Justice Miller 
in December, 1872, and the plaint!!! obtained 
a verdict for $8,000, and $605.28 costs. 
The 
motion of defendants for a new trial was de­ 
nied, from which they apiiealed to the General 
Term. 
The court affirmed lioth the judgment 
and tho order appealed from, with $388.02 
additional costs. 
The defendants then all­ 
igated to tho Court of Api>eali, which, Friday, 
affirmed the judgment of the General Term, 
and Saturday, bcforeJudge Learned, lo Cham­ 
bers, on motion of Mr. A. J. Parker, Jr., the 
rem ittitur from the Court of Appeals was made 
the judgment of tho court below. 
Barton is 
now a constable at the Justice's Court.—Alini­ 
ng Repress.

Tbo Value of a Hand. 
A fiual decision was reached Friday iu the 
case of John M. Barton vs. The New York 
Central A Hudson River Railroad Company. 
In this action the plaintiff sued for damages 
for the loss of bis left hand by the cars of the 
defendant. 
The facts iu substance are that 
ou the 25th of May, 1870, the plaintifi, who 
resided at No. 32 Perry street, iu this city, 
was in the employ of Briggs, Vosburgli, 
Schuyler A Co., transporters of grain and oth­ 
e r merchandise between Athens a::d New 
York. 
It was his duty to assist in .the tran­ 
shipment of grain from the cars of the Athens 
A Schenectady Railroad to tho boat. On the 
day in question he had unloaded one set of 
cars, whidh were about to be removed, aud 
he was preparing to respread the canvas 
on the ground for the next car. 
While 
doing this tho train started and 
Barton 
was struck 
by 
a 
car 
aud 
knocked 
down. 
In attempting to 
save 
himself 
his hand came upon one of the tails and tiie 
wheels of the car passed over it, crushing it 
so that it had to be amputated at the wrist. 
In consequence of the accident lie was inca­ 
pacitated from work until April, 1871. 
The 
train which caused the accident, it was 
alleged, started up without ringing the bell or 
sounding the whistle. 
On the 2d day of 
August, 1870, the plaintiff, through his attor­ 
ney, A. J. Parker, Jr., commenced an action 
for $20,000 damages. 
The company, through 
their counsel, Hand, Hule A Swartz, set up a 
general denial to the allegations made in the 
complaint, which embodied the above facts. 
The case came oq for trial before Justice Miller 
in December, 1872, and tbe plaintiff obtained 
a verdict for $8,000, and $605.28 costs. 
The 
motion of defendants for a new trial was de­ 
nied, from which they appealed to the General 
Term. 
The court affirmed both the judgment 
and tbe order appealed from, with $388.02 
additional costs. 
The defendants then ap­ 
pealed to the Court of Appeals, which, Friduy, 
affirmed the judgment of the General Term, 
and Saturday, before Judge Learned, iu Cham­ 
bers, on motion of Mr. A. J. Parker, Jr., the 
remittitur from the Court of Appeals was made 
the judgment of the court below. 
Barton is 
now a constable at the Justice’s Court.—Alba­ 
ny Express.

(Every law, unless a different tim e shall be pre­ 
scribed therein, shall commence and take effect 
throughout the State, on and not before the tw en­ 
tieth dav after the day of its flnal passage, as cer­ 
tified by the Secretary of State. Sec. 12, title 4, 
chap. 7, part 1, Revised Statutes.] 
CHAP. 209. 
AN ACT to am end an act, passed April eighteen, 
eighteen hundred and flfty-nlue, entitled •• An 
act to extend the provisions of an act authoriz­ 
ing the im prisonm ent of persons convicted of 
certain crim es in the counties of Montgomery 
and Oneida, la th e Albany county penitentiary," 
passed April tw elfth, eighteen hundred and fifty- 
eight, to all the counties in this State. 
P assid April 18, 1874 ; three-fifths being present. 
The People of the State of Netc York, represented in 
Senate ana Assembly, do enact as foliotes: 


Section 1. The act entitled “ An act to extend 
the provisions of an act authorizing'.the im prison­ 
m ent of persons convicted of certain crimes in the 
counties of Montgomery and Oneida, in the Albany 
county penitentiary, passed April tw elfth, eighteen 
hundred and fifty-eight, to all the counties in this 
State,” is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
{ 1. It shall be lawful for the several boards of 
supervisors in the several counties in this State to 
enter into an agreem ent with the board of super­ 
visors of any county having a penitentiary therein 
or w ith any person in their behalf by them appointed 
to receive and keep in the said penitentiary any 
person or persons who may be sentenced to con­ 
finement therein by any court or m agistrate in any 
of the said several counties in this State, for any 
term not less than sixty days. W henever such 
agreem ent shall have been made, It shall be the 
duty of the said several boards of supervisors of 
the several counties aforesaid, to give public notice 
thereof, specifying in such noti«e the period of the 
continuance of such agreem ent, w hich said notice 
shall lie published in such newspapers, printed in 
said several counties, not less than two, and for 
such period of tim e not less than four weeks, as the 
several boards of supervisors of said several coun­ 
ties shall direct. 
{ 2. It shall be the duty of every court, police 
Justice, Justice of the peace, or other m agistrate, 
by whom any person may be sentenced, iu the sev­ 
eral counties of this State, for any term not less 
than sixty days, for auy crim e or misdemeanor 
not punishable by im prisonment in the State prison 
during the continuance of the agreem ent men­ 
tioned in the first section of this act, to sentence 
such person to im prisonment in the penitentiary 
in the county with the board of supervisors of 
w hich the said agreem ent is made, there to be re­ 
ceived, kept and employed in the m anner pre­ 
scribed by law, and the rules and discipline of 
said penitentiary ; and it shall be the duty of such 
court, Justice or m agistrate, by a w arrant, duly 
signed by the presiding judge or Justice of such 
court, or by such justice or other m agistrate so 
giving such sentence, to cause such person so sen­ 
tenced, to be forthw ith and by the most direct 
route conveyed by some proper officer to the coun­ 
ty Jail of the county in which he is so sentenced, 
and to be thereupon conveyed by the sheriff of 
such county to said penitentiary.

S ection 1. Section fifty-nine, article live, title 
three, chaptor one, of the fourth part of the Re­ 
vised Statutes, is hereby amended so as to read as 
follow s: 
4 59. If any clerk or servant of a private person 
or of a copartnership (exeent apprentices and per­ 
sona under the age of eighteen years), or if any 
officer, agent, clerk or servant of a municipal or 
other corporation, or of a joint-stock company or 
association, converts to his own use, or, without 
the consent of his m aster orem ploycr, takes, makes 
way with or secretes with Intent to convert to his 
own use or to the use of another, or withholds or 
appropriates, or otherwise fraudulently applies or 
makes use of any money, goods, rights in action or 
other valuable securities or effects belonging to an­ 
other, and which m ay have come into his posses­ 
sion, or under his care, by virtue of such employ­ 
m ent or office, he shall be Judged guilty of embez­ 
zlement, and shall, upon conviction, be punished iu 
the m anner prescribed by law for feloniously steal­ 
ing property of the value of the article so embez­ 
zled.

or from the proceeds of any deficiency loan on ac­ 
count of said sinking fund, to pay the principal in 
coin of the enlargem ent debt m aturing en the first 
day of October, one thousand eight hundred and 
•cventy-four. 
§ 3. Tho following sums are hereby appropriated 
out of the proceeds of any tax to be levied and 
collected under the provisions of tho act chapter 
two hundred and seventy-one of the laws of 
eighteen hundred and ufty-nine, to pay the interest 
and rc-irubursc tho principal of the loan of two 
million five hundred thousand dollars, to provide 
for the paym ent of the floating debt of the State : 
To pay the interest in coin on said loan for the 
fiscal year, commencing on the first day of October, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-four, six­ 
ty thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may bo 
necessary.
